STATE 
JIIKPOHT. 


State Printer Maddrill has filed] his 


reports ior the years 1881 and 1882. I 
was with Mr. Maddrill's term that the 
State commenced to do its own printing 
and hence the showing Ue makes is o 
interest to the people, for previous to 
the past twofyaars the State printing 
Was done Jby contract, 'or under the olt 
fee system. At the session of 1879 the 
Legislature concluded to do its own 
printing and $10,000 were appropriated 
*o purchase an office. 
According to Mr, 


Maddrill's reports the sum of $9,119 ft 
sufficed for the purpose. During the 
years 1881-82 the amount paid for main- 
taining the office, including the salary 
of the Superintendent, has been $13,- 
121 72. This sum, therefore, represents 
the cost to the State for its printing for 
the past two years. There have been 
.years when the printing cost $40,000. 


President Arthur calls the attention 


of Congress to the fact that the railroad 
companies which obtained land subsi- 
dies from the Government fail to take 
out patents for the same until such time 
as suits their convenience, in order to 
avoid the payment of local taxation. 
This has been a cause of complaint for 
years, but it is the first time that the 
occupant of the Executive chair has 
considered it a matter of sufficient con- 
sequence to present it for Congressional 
action. The railroads claim every acre 
Of land granted to them, and exact 
large prices from purchasers, but in, 
order to escape ,the taxation which 
other property holders can not avoid 
they do not call upon Governments for 
the issuance of patents until they have 
found purchaseis for the lauds. 
These 


companies, created by the munificence 
of the Government, never pay a tax if 
they can find any way of evading it. 


The Archbishop aad Bishops of Cali- 


fornia of the Catholic Church have is- 
sued a pastoral letter to their flocks de- 
nouncing mixed marriages (Catholic 
and Protestant), and urging their peo- 
plo not to marry in haste, but to give 
timely notice to pastors, that the baniis 
may be duly published. They order 
that no priest shall preside at a mar- 
riage except on three days' notice, and 
after publication of banns (where both 
parties are Catholics), and lastly, that 
"in no casa whatever can a Catholic be 
married by any other than u 
priest 


without subjecting himself to ex-com- 
munication." 


At a recent wedding at New Yoik Mrs. 


Gov. Stanford, of California, wore a
